Mr. Woldin and Mr. Beiisario caiied for clarification of the prior art rejection, specifically the interpretation of "recognizing" 
as set forth in claim 1. Mr. Dexter 's position is that in detecting the boundary of a workpiece, the device of Roy et al. 
"recognizes" the presence of the workpiece boundary and thus meets the claim. Further, the Examiner's position is that 
the "wherein" clause is directed to the workpiece and does not further define the structure of the claimed device.
